Washington, 'D. C., October 10.—Repre- 
sentative negroes of the south, on behaif 
of their race, have complained to the 
interstate commerce commission of the 
use by railroads of the south of “Jim 
Crow’ care for interstate passengers, 
and have requested the commission to 
investigate the subject, and on the de- 
velopment of facts to issue an order com. 
pelling the railroads not to discriminate 
against passengers on account of their 
color. 

The petition is signed by Thomas 
Oliver and W. D. Johnson, of Mississippi, 
and about a dozen other negroes. It 
says in part: 

“Under present conditions, colgred in- 
terstate passengers are denied equal 


privileges with white interstate passen- 
gers.+ Colored interstate passengers are 
compelled by .the railways in the south 
to ride in what are commonly known as 
‘Jim Crow’ cars, which are usually filthy 
gnd uncomfortable, and are denied the 
right to eat in raihway dining cars and 
occupy berths in sleeping cars because 
of their color, all of which is a violation 
o fthe Hepburn. railroad rate regulation 
law, which invests your honorable body 
with power equally to force @quality bé- 
tween colored and white interstate pas- 
sengers holding interstate tickets on the 
railways of the country.’’ 

The petitioners say they have no funds 
with which to employ counsel to argue 
their case.

Two  Por- 
tuguese membdrs of the crew were 
placed under arrest, they being the only 
persons found on board the boat; two 
men were arrested on suspicion of being 
concerned in the smuggling of Chinese 
into this country, while seventeen Chi- 
nese, believed to have been passengers

Discovered by Accident. 
Despite the vigilance of. the 
guards and the revenue cutters from 
Eastport, Me., to Cape Hatteras, the 
schooner came up the harbor without 
attracting any attention, those who saw 
her taking her for a fishing schooner. 

It was by the purest accident that it

At an early hour this morning a 
man employed at the coal pockets stum- 
bled over two Chinese huddled in a heap 
on thé wharf of the coal yard. He was 
about to eject them from the premises 
when some one on board the schooner 
cried’ gut: ..

Officers were dispatched 
to the scene, ‘and within a short time 
eight Chinese had been captured.

Louis prior lien bonds, $3,618,780.28; 
rent of subsidiary roads, etc., $3,618.- 
780.28: total fixed charges, $7,593,585.28; 
net income for the year ended June 30, 
1906, $10,862,339.08: surplus - dividend 
funds brought forward June 30, 1906, 
$1,269,026.92- carried forward to surplus 
fund, as of June 30,-1906, and set apart 
as applicable to future dividends, $1,313.- 
826.92. 

After deducting amounts paid for fire 
losses the insurance fund of the road is 
$!,782,212.44. 

The company has secured control of the 
Indianapolis Southern railway and is 
now operating that road, and it has 
been consolidated with tue road extena- 
ing from Effington, Ills, to Switz City, 
Indiana. : 

Advances on account of other railroads 
amount to $3,622,115.06, being $2,711,- 
825.37 more than on June 30, 1905. 

In order to avoid grades and conges- 
tion encountered on the present line 
through the city, the Memphis*and State 
Line Railroad Company has been incor-« 
porated. That company is building 
double track road from Woodstock, Tenn., 
to East Junction, Tenn., on the southeast- 
ern side of the city, approximating 15.84 
miles. The estimated cost is $1,150,000. 

The company has secured control ani 
operation of that part of the Tennessee 
Central railroad lying to the westawrd 
of Nashville, Tenn., extending thence to 
Hopkinsville, Ky., 84.64 miles, with an 
option running until July 1, 1908, to 
purchase the property. 

To enter Birmingham, Ala., trackoge 
agreements have been made with the 
Mobile and Ohio, Southern Ratlway 
Company and Northern Alabarm Rail- 
way Company, Kansas City, Memphis 
and Birmingham Railroad Company.
